DIVIDE THE FLEET AND BE 
CONQUERED. 


A correspondent asks how THe TRIBUNE becomes 
such an authority upon naval questions that it 
knows the criminal wrong of dividing the fleet, 
although Daniels knew it was right and although 
Denby-ehas not made up his mind. 

Tue Tripvune is not advancing its own opinion. 
The division of a fleet is so bad that even a lay- , 
man can understand the arguments against it. 
The arguments are the deductions of the best 
naval and military historians from centuries of 
military history. 

The very best was an American, Mahan. He ts 
almost a law in the British navy. We doubt that 
Mr. Daniels ever read him. Perhaps Mr. Denby 
has not. If Mahan were now alive he would be 
writing in the most vigorous protest against en- 
dangering the nation in a critical time by dividing 
the fleet.

They may remember Czsar’s axiom: “ Divide and 
conquer.” We have divided to be conquered. 

A navy is the first line of defense, or may be. 
As such it {ts expected to be ready for battle all 
the time. An army is not ready for battle. It 
must be mobilized. The best army in the worl 
cannot be put on the move tn a day. The best 
fleet in the world can be put on the move in a | 
minute. That must be true of it ff it is to give 
the defense expected of it. 

A properly maintained navy represents full fight- 
ing effectiveness at the second it is needed. To 
be in full fighting effectiveness the fleet must be 
aunit. There are always parts of a fleet detached 
on special service. There are cruiser squadrons, 
etc., but they are not the battle fleet and the 
battle fleet must not be in such position that it 
has to be mobilized in emergency. Emergency 
finds it intact. 

Where was the British battle fleet when Great 
Britain needed it? Intact, in British waters, ready 
for defense. Part of it was not in the Mediterran- 
ean or in Asiatic waters. In spite of the magni- 
tude of the British empire the battle fleet was 
together. If it had not been the war might have 
had a different ending and have come to it quickly. 

If British politicians had succeeded in stationing 
part of the fleet in Australian waters, part in 
Asiatic, part in Mediterranean, and part in Cana- 
dian, the Germans might have had the victory 
at sea and that would have been the end of the 
British empire. 

It is the office of the fleet to be ready at once 
to put its full power upon the enemy. We hope 
to catch the enemy divided, but no major maritime 
power other than the United States would be so 
foolish.

Common gense asks why 
create a peril? 

Japan is our greatest source of danger just now. 
We should not want half the American fleet to 
undertake a battle with the Japanese fleet. The 
whole fleet could annihilate the Japanese fleet, but 
half of the American fleet might be annihilated. 
The first thing the two divisions of the American 
battle fleet would be required to do in danger 
would be to unite, and any disaster which pre- 
vented that would be a disaster to the nation. 
Then why create the possibility of a disaster? | 

Why do something which must be remedied the 
moment the fleet is needed? The part of the fleet 
in the Pacific does not give any protection to the 
Pacific coast. It endangers the Pacific coast by 
its presence there. It is not sufficient, and if it 
could not get in touch with the Atlantic fleet 
neither part would be sufficient. 

Another important consideration is that a fleet 
must maneuver in battle as a fleet and not as 
two fleets, and if it has been maintained as two 
fleets it maneuvers with danger and difficulty as 
one. 

Every graduate of Annapolis has been taught 
these principles as fundamental. Every graduate 
of West Point has been taught them. It is a seem- 
ingly unescapable characteristic of human nature 
everywhere that some men, whether in politics or 
in the navy, will close their eyes to sound principles 
when interest tempts them. , 

It is unfortunate that there are a few high naval 
officers who will at least condone the divisien 
of the fleet, and the reason for it is simple. The 
division makes more commands. We feel very 
intensely on this question because the division of 
the fleet is one of the terrible mistakes a nation 
sometimes makes and because of it writes some 
very sad pages of history.

INFANT WELFARE WORK. 


OBS it pay a community to do 
infant welfare work? I have had 


that it did not. 

They told me of the good o]d days on 
Haley's slough when the streets were 
full of dirty faced, rose cheeked children 
that jes’ growed without any help from 
infant welfare organizations of any sort. 

I have had other men and women say 
to me that it did. They pointed to the 
lowered death rate among infants and 
older children as proof of their point. 
The answers often represent prejudice 
and are based on little knowledge. There 
are very carefully considered opiniens 


agreement. 


Farr, one of the first as well as one 
of the ablest vital statisticians, founded 
his opinion on this crucial statement: 
“Many of the strongest children are 
wounded and left weakly for life.” 

Coming to more recent times Sir Ar- 
thur Newsholme says a high infant death 
rate in a given community implies in 
general a high death rate in the next 
four years. 

Brownlee says an improvement in the 
environment of babies results tn lower 
death rates among babies ‘and among 
children 1 to 6 years of age as well. 
Saleeby, Havelock Ellis, and Dietrich 
agree with these views. 

But Sir Francis Galton said when na- 
ture and nurture compete for supremacy 
on equal terms the former proves the 
stronger. And Karl Pearson, one of the 
ablest, clearest headed statisticians in 
the world, comes squarely out against 
all the first group quoted and says when 
there is a high infant mortality rate 
there is a low death rate among chil- 
dren 1 to 4. Almost in substance, in- 
fant welfare does not pay. 


Dr. Crum of the Prudential Life, 
@ very able statistician, has just writ- 
ten the results of a study of this point 
in which he used the Holland vital sta- 
tistics. In many ways the Hollanders 
do things better than anybody else and 
this is one of them. Dr. Crum found 
that In Holland lowering the baby death 
rate raised the death rate of children 
1 to 4 years of age. This seemed to 
show that nothing was gained by, trying 
to save the babies, If saved they died 
when a little older. The figures were 
corrected for all sorts of factors as scien- 
tific statisticians know how to do. Na- 
ture was more powerful than nurture in 
determining life or death of young chil- 
dren. This was true of all parts of Hol- 
land except the cities of 100,000 and over, 
of which there are four. In these efforts 
at baby saving resulted in gains in both 
the younger and older periods. 

I dare say there is not much infant 
welfare work in the rural districts and 
smaller cities in Holland. There is in 
the cities of 100,000 and over.
